A NEW SLEEPING CAR BERTH SCHEDULE ON PEBRUARY 15 


Montreal Jan. %—-According to present intentions, the re-arrange- 
ment of the price of berths in sleeping cars on all the Canadian railways 
will go into effect on February 1. The tariff will be subject 40 the approval 
of the railway commission, and will be on the same scale as proposed for 
the United States railways, upper berths being 80 per cent. of the rate 
charged for lower. 

In railway circles one reason for the suggested change in the rates 
is attributed to the fact that there is such an overwhelming demand _ for 
lower berths. It is believed that if the change is brought into force the 
demand will be a littke more evenly distributed and passengers who are 
compelled to take an upper berth will be compensated by the lower rate. At 
present the upper and lower berth rates are the same, but the following 
table shows the difference between the old schedule and the new to main
